The Board of Selectmen met in 
wegular session on Monday even- 


ing, Jan, 10, in the Town Office |

1983 budget preparation issues.

Casco’s bid was for an 
annual interest rate of 6.33% and 
Bethel Savings for 6.44%. The 
(Board voted to award the tax an- 
ticipation loan to Casco Bank and 
“Trust Company who bid, ail fac- 


..tors considered, was lower by $42, 


. Acting on a itaiee item of busi- 
mess, the Board acted on wage 
‘and. salary matters to relieve 
g0Me inequities among some Town 
employee groups and to undersicore 
the fact that our people are our 
most important resource. Select- 
4men and Town employees, recog- 
‘nizing that economic conditions 
limited greater increases, were 
-Buided accordingly. 

The firemen were voted an hour- 
iy pay increase from $3.85 to $4.00. 
INo increase was adopted in 1982 
for firemen and this year’s ad- 
justment establishes pay parity 
‘with ambulance attendants, for ex- 
ample, who provide similar skilled 
gervices. Town Office custodial 
senvices was increased to $4.00 an 
hour. 

Completing action begun in No- 
wember when employee health in- 
surance was purchased for the em- 
-ployees at increased costs, the 
‘Board voted to increase wages and 
salaries of full-time employees an 
additional 15 cents across the 
jooard.- Health insurance cost im- 
fereases, that rose 22% in Decem- 
ber, break down to between six 
‘cents and 13 icents, an hour in-

ployee’s family status. Taken to- 
wether, full-time employees wages 
and salaries were raised at least 
4%

PRESIDENT SIGNS 
$20.4 BILLION AIRPORTS 
AND AIRWAYS BILL 

The Administration’s recent 
$98.3 billion tax reform measure 
is now law, having been passed 
by Congress and signed by the 
President. 

An interesting and easily over- 
looked portion of this bill involves 
the Airports and Airways of Am- 
erica. Bethel and the surrounding 
communities could well benefit 
immensely from this portion of 
the law. This legislation provides: 
some $20.4 billion in expenditures 
through Fiscal Year 1987 for im- 
proving airports. and the air traffic 
control system. Major provisions 
of the bill allocate funds for Air- 
port Development Grants ($5 bil- 
lion), Facilities and Equipment 
($6.3 billion) and Maintenance and 
Operations ($7.5 billion). 

All may agree that the figures 
are staggering and wonder where 
in the world the money is coming 
from to pay for this. The funds 
come from the Aviation Trust 
Fund of the United States. Fine, 
We may say, but where: does the 
Aviation Trust Fund get all this 
money? Quite simply stated, this 
money comes from only those in- 
dividuals and businesses that use 
the commercial airlines or the 
owners of aircraft. Sources of 
these funds are the 8% passenger 
ticket tax, the $3 international de- . 
parture tax, the 5% air freight 
tax, a 12 cent a gallon aviation 
gas tax and a 14 cent a gallon av- 
iation jet fuel tax. Not one penny 
of these Federal Funds come from 
the general revenues, of the United 
States. Simply stated, those that 
use the airports and the airways 
pay the bills, 100% of the bills. 
If you do not use the airports and 
airways, then you don’t contribute 
a penny of yoiir federal taxes to 
this program!

GOULD TEACHER SPEAKS AT 
USM ON “CCC IN THE 1930'S” 


H, Paul McGuire, chairman of 
Gould Academy’s History Depart- 
Ment presented an illustrated talk 
entitled ‘The New Deal in the 
Maine Woods: — the CGC in the 
1980’s”” at the University of South- 
erm Maine on Monday, Jan. 10. 
The talk was co-sponsored by the 
Small Woodland Owner’s ‘Associa- 
tion of Maine and Cooperalive Ex- 
tensive Service of the University 
of Maine, 

Mr. McGuire told of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps’ programs of 
forest and recreational improve- 
ments that were the most exten- 
sive programs of this type ever 
conducted in Maine. The work 
included pest control, tree plant- 
ing, massive hurricane cleanups, 
road building, wildlife manage- 
ment and the construction of hik- 
ing trails, huts and parks. Much 
of the impact of this work on our 
woodland resounces is being felt 
only now, five decades later. 

Paul McGuire is the author of 
a study of the CCC in Maine and 
has taught history at Gould for 
over 12 years, In addition he re- 
builds and restores wooden: boats 
and has written articles about this 
work for the popular magazine 
“Wooden Boat”. A

HISTORY OF WOODSTOCK 


The town of Woodstock, Maine 
was. first settled im the late 18th 
century. Its founder was Chrisbo- 
pher Bryant, whose descendants 
still live here. The town was in- 
corporated in 1815. Jt began as 
separate settlements in Pinhook 
and the Whitman District: ‘With 
the coming of the railroad about 
1850 or 1860 it settled in Bryant 
Pond Village. 

The growth of the settlement 
was rapid. It was far larger than 
the tiny village of later years. Two 
chunches. were established in the 
village: the Baptist and the Uni- 
versalist. A ‘church was: also 
founded in South ‘Woodstock. 
There was a sbagecoach that man 
to Andover. Such onmganizations as 
the Grange, the Knights. of Pythi- 
as and the Masons grew rapidly. 
A music camp was established 
where Lake Christopher Camp 
ground is. now located, It was at- 
tached to the Birch Villa Inn and 
drew antists. from all over the 
world, Among the attractions of 
the village were the Glenn Moun- 
tain. House, a Poland Spring style 
inn, a stone quarry, an Opera 
House and a mineral spring. An 
Episcopal Bishop of Maryland, 
Rev. Kinsman, built a mansion 
across the lake called Birchmere, 
which still stands, A President’s 
daughter lived here. Presidents 
Grant and Coolidge both visited. 
The local millionaire sailed his, 
sloop on: the lake. 

The Dearborn Mill was built and 
Jater Mann’s Mill came into. be- 
ing, the present Boiler Room. The 
Chatauqua Society provided enter- 
tainment, and Jocal theatricals. 
were held. Dearborn’s. Grove, an 
open-air amphitheatre, boasted 
theatricals and school graduations. 
We had a blacksmith shop, a carri- 
age shop, a livery stable, a dor- 
tor, a town newspaper, The Stan- 
dard, a millinér, and shops too

One of the few positive results 
of the recent “lame duck’ ses- 
sion of Congress—especially for 
the people of Maine and other 
heavily oil-dependent states—was 


‘the passage of legislation which 


will help ensure that the country’s 
elderly and economically diisad- 
‘yantaged will have a safer and 
warmer winter. : 

Maine will receive some $1.25 
million for use in its energy as- 
sistanice programs as a result of 
a very practical amendment, caill- 
ing for a transfer of funds. collect- 
ed from oil companies for pricing 
violations to -the individual states. 
The legislation imposes no addi- 
tional drains on the federal trea- 
sury, and does not set up any nemw 
government programs! — but, in- 
stead, represents a one-time pay- 
ment. to states using money which 
has been “gathering dust’ at the 
Department of Energy for some 
time. : 

According to the amendment, 
states avill be allocated money bas- 
ed on the amount of refined petro- 
leum products. consumed during 
the time pricing vivlations occur- 
red, between 1973 and 1980. Al- 
though ideally the funds should be 
returned directly to consumers 
who. were overcharged by oil com- 
panies during that period, it is 
impossible to identify iall parties 
injured by the illegal praictices. 
Through the provisions in the am- 
endment, the $200 million collected 
will go to help those who most 
need financial relief, 

Fortunately, states will be giv- 
en complete flexibility to dis- 
tribute the funds to meet the spe- 
cial needs of their own consum- 
ers in the quickest mamer pos- 
sible. I am hopeful that Maine 
and other states will be both wise 
and creative in dispensing these 
funds. It is particularly important, 
I believe, that states utilize or 
devise programs, which will help 
not only those individuals who 
have been! eligible for low-income 
energy assistance in the past, but 
the many consumers who are fac- 
ing unemployment for the first 
time. ‘ 

Another measure which will 
prove beneficial to Maine’s poor 
is the emergency funding Dill, 
which was cleared by Congress 
late in the session and recently 
signed by President Reagan. The 
final version of the bill contained 
$1,975 billion. for heating assis- 
tance—an increase of $100 million 
over jast year’s levels. 

Because of this substantial in- 
crease—which I supported during 
the Senate’s consideration of the 
measure—Maine will receive $26.5 
million this year in heating aid 
funds, nearly $1.5 million ‘more 
than was anticipated, The money 
comes at a time when it is sore- 
ly needed in our ‘cold-weather 
state. Already, in the first four 
weeks of the program, Maine has 
received 23,000 applications for as-

DATA TO BE SOUGHT ON 
OCCUPATION MOBILITY, 
JOB TENURE/TRAINING 

Local representatives of the Bu- 
reau of the Census will conduct a 
survey of employment in this area 
during the work week of Jan, 
17-22, 1983, according to ‘Avthua G. 
Dukakis, Director of the Bureau’s' 
Regional Office in Boston, 

In addition to the usual ques- 
tions on current employment, the 
January survey ‘will include others 
concerning occupation mobility, 
job tenure and job training. These 
questions will be asked of employ- 
ed and experienced unemployed 
persons, ? 

The survey is' conducted for the 
U. S. Department of Labor in a 
scientifically designed sample of 
approximately 71,000 households 
throughout the United States. Em- 
ployment and unemployment sta- 
tistics based on results of this 
sunvey are used to provide a con- 
tinuing measure of the eiconioimic 
health of the nation. 

For example, in November 1982 
the survey indicated that of the 
114.0 million men and women in 
the civilian labor force, 99.0 mil- 
ion were employed. The nation’s 
unemployment rate was 10.8%, 
0.4% higher than reported in: Oct- 
ober. 

Information supplied by indi- 
viduals participating in the survey 
is kept strictly confidential by lai 
and the results are used only to 
compile statistical totals, 


more permanent method of dealing 
with our energy problems. 

Overall, I feél that Maine and 
other ‘‘frost-belt”’ states fared well 
under the legislation considered 
during the ‘lame duck’ Con- 
gress. We are usually the first 
to feel the effects of nationwide 
economic hardship and Congres: 
sional budget slashing. The situa- 
tion is still not ideal, but it ap- 
pears that those who are the most 
hard-hit by high energy prices can 
face the winter of 1983 with a mea- 
sure of security.

valley, 
“The woods have been touched by 
the wintery air, 
And, lo, what a glistening white 
splendor everywhere.” 


The trees covered with snow have 
a plain and clean light, a sort of 
white dawkness, The snow falls 
on mo two trees the same, but is 
varied to fit the form on which it 
nests, Today is so dififierent from 
the first of the week. 

The temperature then was right 
for a hike. The ice gleamied soft- 
ly, as I started up over Noyes 
Mountain, The trees moved in ev- 
er changing patterns against the 


sky. 

At this time there was a hush 
upon the sounds usually heard 
along the road, 

I climbed a trail, a pass into 
the forest, winding its ‘way through 
walls. of trees and into a clearing 
full of the quiet of the woods. The 
forest is a part of an established 
landscape; the same’ as a solitary 
mountain or the arm of the sea. It 
shares with the creatures, who 
keep to its shadows. Lt has its. own! 
laws, frontiers, and green mys- 
tery. 

When entering the open fields, a 
solitary shape struggled to clear 
the ground, attaining the cincling 
off, then disappearing with a harsh 
croak of protest overhead, the rav- 
en.

From here I crossed the field to 
another forest and stopped by the 
brook. Here was the only sign of 
winter, ice and icicles. I paused 
by a small spring hole.

ed into the crystal clear »yater, 

From beside me I look a few 
needles from .a balsam and crush- 
ed them, smelled, absorbing the 
“syilderness”’. 

Beyond here it was like a gar- 
den with tiny green tree-ferns and 
running vines. 

Now I crossed a Mall near an- 
other stream and discovered my 
hand was next to a matted little 
plant. Here by the wocky, shallow 
soiled edge of the brook was the 
common Polypody, a perfect place 
for this little greem fern. It has 
no laciness like some of its rela- 
tives. The Christmas fern could 
be confused with the Polypodies 
but it grows in isolation and is 
bigger and in round clumips in- 
stead of in mats. 

Leaving ‘Poly’. I visited the 
bright red rose hips in another 
field then. the ‘‘lone pine” visited 
so often when I took the ichildren 
walking and on picnics. 

In a few minutes more I had 
dvifted down into the close intima- 
ey of birch and spruce to end 
my tek of thickets, down ‘slopes, 
up’ again, dodging braniches, 
around rocks and trees, crossing 
brooks and then home to a quiet 
evening with a sky prettily mot- 
tled with clouds of pink and Laven- 
der.

MAINE ROAD DEATH TOLL 
DECREASES FOR SECOND 
TIME IN FIVE YEARS 

For the second time in five 
years the death. toll’ on Maine 


roads has “significantly” decreas- 


ed. : 
“During 1982 there were 166 per- 
sons. killed (45 fewer than dur- 
img 1981) in 151 fatal accidents (36 
fewer than 1981) on Maine roads, 
marking the second significant 
decrease in road deaths since 
1977,” said Colonel Allan 1H. 
Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

Weeks said total rural fatal ac- 
cidents decreased by 26, from 149 
in 1981 to 123 in 1982, 

The state police chief said, “The 
Majority of fatalities were alcohol 
related, with motorists, drinking 
beer, wine or liquor just prior to 
the crash.” Other main causes, 
he said, were drivers driving too 
fast for conditions and drivers not 
attentive to driving conditions, 

“As a result of this decrease, 
numerous families in Maine have 
escaped the traumatic loss of a 
member needlessly taken im a 
highway tragedy. We are in hopes 
that this trend in reductions will 
continue into 1983,”? said Weeks. 

Weeks said the decrease in 
deaths were the result of stepped 
up enforcements throughout 1982 
by police in Maine—especially the 
state police’s Summier Enforce 
ment Program aimed at the drink. 
ing driver, enforcement of and de-

RESIDENT ALIENS 
NO LONGER NEED REGISTER 

The Immigration and Natumaliz- 
ation, Service reminds aliens that 
they no longer must megisber an- 
nually «with the agency during 
January. Until last year all aliens 
in the United States were required 
to send INS a form showing their 
current address, Amendments to 
the Immigration and Nationality 
Act, which were passed last year, 
eliminated the annual registration 
requirement, The Attorney Gen- 
eral was granted discretionary au- 
thority to conduct such a registra- 
tion if he determined it was neces- 
sary. — 

INS requested the cancellation 
of the annual registration last 
year, Elimination of the annual 
registration, in addition to neduc- 
ing the public’s reporting burden, 
has resulted in a savings of $1.2 
million. annually te the agency. 

All permanent resident aliens 
are still required ito notify the INS 
of a change in their address with- 
in 10 days of such a change. Aliens 
in the United States on a tempo- 
rary basis must report their ad- 
dress every three months, whethe:! 
or not it has changed.
